Lower 
speed 
limits 
on trial 

PLANS to reduce speed limits on 
some Northamptonshire A-roads 
to 50mph are already under 
way in the county, following 
measures announced by the 
Government to cut road deaths 
by a third. 

Road safety officers at 
Northamptonshire County Coun¬ 
cil said they were already look¬ 
ing at pilot schemes on two 
roads in the south of the county, 
to see whether a reduced speed 
limit would curb the number 
of accidents. 

The new speed limit will be tri¬ 
alled on the A361, which runs 
from Banbury to Daventry, and 
the A422 through Brackley. 

John Spencer, Northampton¬ 
shire County Council’s casu¬ 
alty reduction partnership man¬ 
ager, said: “We have not seen 
the details yet and will be inter¬ 
ested to look at the Govern¬ 
ment’s proposals more closely. 

“In any case we are already 
looking to pilot reduced 50mph 
speed limits on two rural A- 
roads, to determine whether 
these measures will make a 
meaningful difference to the 
number of road collisions rather 
than simply introduce a blanket 
scheme across the county.” 

As well as reducing the speed 
limit on single carriageways, 
the Department for Transport is 
also expected to introduce 20mph 
zones in residential areas, and 
endorsements of six points for 
drivers who break the limit by 
15mph.

Time to 
pass on 

baton’ll 


CHIEF Constable Peter 
Maddison will step down 
from Northamptonshire 
Police in June and take 
up a policing role with 
the 2012 Olympic Games 
in London. 

Mr Maddison, who has been 
at the helm for six years and 
has overseen a consistent drop 
in crime, announced he would 
leave on June 21 in an email 
sent to all officers and staff ear¬ 
lier this week. 

The 54-year-old took over from 
Chris Fox in May 2003 and last 
year signed a contract which 
would have kept him in the 
county until May 2010. 

However, he has decided to 
leave early to take up a job with 
the Association of Chief Police 
Officers (ACPO), working on 
policing during the London 
Olympics. 

He paid tribute to his col¬ 


leagues and said whoever took 
on the role would inherit “a 
dynamic force” which was com¬ 
mitted to continued improve¬ 
ment. 

He called being the county’s 
chief constable “a great job”, 
adding: “Yes, you are in the 
spotlight, and yes, you have to 
face a certain level of personal 
criticism which others don’t. 

“But, frankly, I knew that 
when I took on the job. I always 
intended to retire next year and 
this opportunity came up at 
fairly short notice.” 

Shortly after Mr Maddison 
joined the struggling force, it 
was put under the control of a 
Home Office task force, brought 
in to restructure it and improve 
performance. In the five years 
since, crime has dropped by 
about 20 per cent. 

Mr Maddison said: “The intro¬ 
duction of 41 safer community 
teams has had an enormous 


impact. If I have one regret, it 
would be that we didn’t make 
the move to community policing 
even earlier. 

“The numbers were all going 
in the right direction, with bur¬ 
glaries and robberies down, and 
we thought that was enough, 
but it wasn’t. Policing is about 
residents’ connection with their 
police force and I feel we took 
our eye off the ball in that case.” 

Of the future, Mr Maddison 
said: “ I believe population 
growth will continue in the 
county and that will be in the 
context of severe cutbacks for 
public services. 

“But whoever takes on the 
job will come to a dynamic force 
which still has very strong local 
roots.” 

Mr Maddison will work on 
the ACPO Olympics business 
area, helping to oversee the £600 
million policing operation for 
the London games in 2012.

Homeless camp 
moves location

ANOTHER camp has been 
set up by homeless people in 
a woodland area of 
Northampton just days after 
taxpayers met a £400 clean¬ 
up bill for their previous 
encampment. 

Teams of workers from 
Northampton Borough Council 
filled two trucks with debris and 
rubbish from the edge of Delapre 
Lake in the country park near 
Brackmills after the Mercury & 
Citizen’s sister paper, the Chronicle 
& Echo exposed the tent settle¬ 
ment last week. 

But another campsite has 
appeared on parkland close to the 
A45 dual carriageway overlook¬ 
ing Delapre Golf Centre just days 
after the campers were given notice 
to leave the land, owned by English 
Partnerships. 

Borough Councillor Brendan 
Glynane (Lib Dem, Delapre ) was 


at the site in Delapre Country Park 
last week and said: “It has cost 
about £400 to clear it away but then 
they have got to dispose of the 
rubbish. 

“People do expect it to be cleared 
away by the council but that rub¬ 
bish should not have been left there 
in the first place. 

“If there was a way we could 
make these people pay, perhaps 
they should be paying for the clear- 
up. 

“I think we need to monitor the 
situation down here to make sure 
if they are here again, they are 
moved on pretty quickly” 

However, since Tuesday, mem¬ 
bers of the public have contacted 
the Chron about another camp fur¬ 
ther in the woodland, which is in 
the grounds of Delapre Abbey 

Pearl Savory, a retired nurse 
from Hardingstone, said she spot¬ 
ted the tents while she was walking 
her dog. 


She said: “I don’t condone these 
people doing what they are doing. 
We want people to come down and 
they are not going to walk down 
there when they are going to be 
confronted by people in tents.” 

The second settlement is less 
visible, but comprises the same 
number of tents, with a chair, a 
camp fire and a bicycle. 

Graham Walker, chair of the 
Friends of Delapre Abbey (FoDA), 
said spontaneous settlers had been 
an ongoing problem in the area. 

“This has been going on for just 
over two years. They have never 
moved, all they were doing is mov¬ 
ing from one side of the lake to 
another,” he said. 

Meanwhile, Mick Ford from 
Delapre is organising the annual lit¬ 
ter pick around the parkland and 
spinney in memory of the late 
campaigner Roy Connell on May 9 
from 10am until 4pm starting at 
the Abbey

THE spectre of relegation 
may be looming large over 
Sixfields, but the Cobblers 
have secured a record-break¬ 
ing £300,000 sponsorship 
deal to help secure the club's 
immediate financial future. 

The three-year extension to the 
deal with current sponsor Jack- 
son Grundy will see the club pocket 
a minimum of £100,000 a year, with 
that figure set to rise if the club is 
successful on the pitch. 

Details of the recession-busting 
deal are due to be formally unveiled 
at a press conference at Sixfields 
today, with the estate agency 
remaining the main club and shirt 
sponsor until at least June 2012. 

Club chairman David Cardoza 
said: “Jackson Grundy has been 
excellent partners of ours in the last 
two seasons and for them to show 
an increased level of support and 
commitment given the current 
market conditions shows their com¬ 
mitment to supporting not only 
the club, but also the community of 
Northampton.” 

The deal will see Northampton 
Town continue to wear the Jackson 
Grundy logo on their playing kit for 
the next three seasons.

David Jackson, senior partner 
of Jackson Grundy, said he was 
confident the deal, agreed at a time 
when estate agents are feeling the 
pinch as a result of the credit 
crunch, would enable the club to 
develop both on and off the pitch. 

He added: “Right from the outset, 
I was very impressed with the set 
up at Northampton Town. In par¬ 
ticular, the determination and ambi¬ 
tion of David Cardoza to drive the 
club forward. All I have seen in 
the last two years reinforces that 
and that is why we are delighted to 
sign up for this extended period. 

“As supporters may know, I am 
very patriotic about Northampton, 
being born within a stone’s throw 


of the old County Ground. Indeed, 
my choice of company colours for 
Jackson Grundy was influenced 
by the Cobblers.” 

The deal is a marked improve¬ 
ment on the current agreement, 
which is believed to have netted 
the club £80,000 for each of the past 
two seasons. 

The Cobblers’ head of sales and 
marketing, Abdul Rashid, said:

It is a local com¬ 
pany, which is likewise keen to 
continue to work with us and help 
promote both ourselves and them¬ 
selves in the community, rather 
than just have its logo on our shirts.

Call for action 
on match days 


RUGBY fans who double park 
their cars on match days could 
prevent emergency services from 
attending a vital incident, it has 
been claimed. 

A residential street near Franklin’s 
Gardens “came to a standstill” at the 
weekend after a bus was blocked by 
supporters double-parking their cars 
whilst attending Saints’ Guinness Pre¬ 
miership clash with London Irish. 

Some of the passengers on the Stage¬ 
coach 9/9A service were forced to get off 
and walk to another bus stop after the 
driver was unable to get along Duston 
Road. 

County Councillor Terry Wire (Lab, St 
James) said residents in Duston were “fed 
up” with the ongoing problem and called 


for the county council to introduce “res¬ 
idents only” restrictions on match days. 

He said: “If that had been a fire appli¬ 
ance, they would have had to bully their 
way through and damage the cars to 
get to the incident. 

“The residents are fed up with it 
because they arrive home from the 
shops and their driveways are blocked. 

“This problem could be solved quite 
easily Why not make all the streets ‘res¬ 
idents only?”’ 

A sell-out crowd turned out for the 
Saints’ last league home game against 
London Irish, leaving only the EDF 
Energy Cup semi-final against Sara¬ 
cens to take place at the ground on Fri¬ 
day, May 1. 

Councillor Wire added: “Why don’t 
the supporters use the designated car 


parks that the Saints provide? It would 
make life easier for the residents.” 

A spokesman for the Saints said the 
club had 1,000 parking spaces that were 
open early on match days. 

He said: “We encourage our support¬ 
ers to use our match day car parking 
facility but if they choose not to do so, we 
encourage them to park appropriately.” 

A spokeswoman from Northampton¬ 
shire County Council said: “We recognise 
that sports matches can cause an issue 
with parking in the surrounding areas 
and we regularly monitor the area dur¬ 
ing peak times to ensure cars are park¬ 
ing safely and legally.”

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Calls over 
meningitis 


EVERY meningitis case 
should be reported to 
local authorities as a mat¬ 
ter of course following 
the illness of a Northamp¬ 
ton schoolgirl, a senior 
councillor has said. 

A girl who goes to Caroline 
Chisholm School in Wootton, 
Northampton, was taken ill at 
the end of last month with a 
form of meningitis and was 
taken to hospital before making 
a recovery. 

But Councillor Andre Gon¬ 
zales de Savage (Con, East 
Hunsbury), who is a county 
council cabinet member and 
vice chairman of Wootton and 
East Hunsbury Parish Council, 
said he is concerned that 
schools are not made to tell 
the wider community 

He said: “The best descrip¬ 
tion of what we were told is 
just about nothing at all. I’m 


quite appalled about that. 

“This is something that 
could have affected the whole 
community. 

“There should be quite clear 
policy that schools should have 
to tell the health authorities 
whether there is one case or 
several and that should then be 
notifiable to the local authority 

“The biggest issue here is 
that meningitis can be conta¬ 
gious. We would have liked the 
chance to help tell parents and 
the community what had hap¬ 
pened and which symptoms 
to look out for.” 

The responsibility for noti¬ 
fying the authorities normally 
rests with the doctor or hos¬ 
pital which treats the patient. 

If only one case is detected 
then schools are not expected 
to notify Northamptonshire 
County Council, the local edu¬ 
cation authority or the national 
Health Protection Agency

for the farm labourer at £15,500 per year, we 
also claimed for the loss of opportunity of 
investment for him and claimed for an 
amount which would represent what we 
considered to be a fair return from a higher 
rate interest account on the money that he 
would have invested, had he had not have 
had the accident. 

“Our argument was simple. That without the 
assistance of a farm labourer and without 
purchasing these items to help him around 
the farm with tasks that previously he would 
do himself manually, his business would 
have gone into terminal decline and he 
would have to cease trading. 

“We did accept that at some point as he 
grew older he would need help in any event, 
but the argument which was accepted by 
the medical experts was that the situation 
had been accelerated by around four years. 
He ultimately settled for £80,000 which was 
made up as follows: 

1. Injuries £7,500 

2. Cost of employing Farm Labourer 
£62,000 

3. Help and Assistance with domestic 
chores £4,680 

4. Loss of interest on investment due to 
lifting equipment having to be purchased 
earlier than otherwise would have been 
the case £5,820 

TOTAL £80,000

meets 

Muslims 

A CONTROVERSIAL Government 
grant designed to prevent terrorism, 
which angered members of 
Northampton's Muslim commu¬ 
nity has been defended by the 
Community Cohesion Minister. 

Labour MP Sadiq Khan also praised the 
£450,000 redevelopment of the town’s 
biggest mosque during his visit to the 
area yesterday but admitted a larger facil¬ 
ity was needed. 

It is estimated there are between 8,000 and 
10,000 Muslims in Northampton, from 26 
countries. 

Earlier this month, it was revealed the 
Government had awarded Northampton 
£315,000 to help “prevent extreme terror¬ 
ism” because of the town’s large Muslim 
population. 

The move was criticised by members 
of the Muslim community, who said there 
had never been any links between the 
town and terrorism. 

But Mr Khan, who has responsibility 
for preventing violent extremism, defended 
the grant. 

He said: “I don’t think it’s a mistake to 
invest in local communities and it’s for 
the communities to decide how they want 
to use the money It’s about investing in 
people.” 

During his visit to the Central Mosque 
in Abington Avenue, he praised members 
of the Muslim community for raising the 
money to convert the former garage into a 
place of worship.

A NEW pay deal means 
foster carers in Northamp¬ 
tonshire will receive an 
average 25 per cent more 
this year for looking after 
vulnerable children. 

A foster carer who is look¬ 
ing after three teenage children 
and has reached the top of their 
professional development can 
now earn almost £58,000 for 
providing a loving home to 
youngsters in their care. 

Under the new Northamp¬ 
tonshire County Council pay 
rates, a person who has one 
child over the age of 11 years old 
and is gaining professional qual¬ 
ifications, can earn £19,203 a

year. Foster carers can take a 
maximum of three children. 

The authority, which cur¬ 
rently has about 600 children 
in foster care, says it still needs 
to find more people to come for¬ 
ward to take on what remains a 
“challenging, but rewarding” 
role. 

The county council will be 
backing next month’s National 
Fostering Care Fortnight where 
the focus will once again be on 
publicising the need to recruit 
foster carers. 

Two years ago the campaign 
led to the creation of a nation¬ 
ally recognised training scheme 
to support the future develop¬ 
ment of foster carers. 


As a result of the introduc¬ 
tion of these standards, new 
skills level payments, which 
are now paid per child to reflect 
the commitment needed. 

Cabinet member for children 
and young people, Councillor 
Joan Kirkbride, said: “Foster 
carers do a very demanding, 
but rewarding job, and this pay 
increase reflects our commit¬ 


ment to them and the hard work 
they do. By fostering, the carer 
knows they are giving a child or 
young person a stable home 
environment and a chance to 
fulfil their potential.”

A SHOP assistant was 
confronted by robbers 
armed with a metal bar in 
a raid on a Northampton 
store. 

Three men stormed into the 
Valley Stores in Valley Road, 
Little Billing, and threatened 
their victim before making off 
with cash and cigarettes. 

The victim, who asked not 
to be named, said: “It isn’t a 
pleasant thing to happen while 
you’re at work, but it isn’t a 
regular occurrence and I think 
it was a one-off. 

“We closed the shop for about 
three hours while the police 
were here but then re-opened 
again, because the residents 
living round here need their 
local shop. 

“The men seemed like a very 
organised and professional 
group. I wasn’t hurt at all, just 
a bit shaken up.” 

A spokesman for Northamp¬ 
tonshire Police said the force 
was appealing for witnesses 
who may have seen the men 
drive off in a dark-coloured, 
possibly green, Rover 25 fol¬ 


lowing the robbery, which took 
place at about 9.30am on Sat¬ 
urday. 

He said: “Three men ran into 
the store, one carrying a metal 
bar, before threatening the 
shopkeeper. They then stole a 
quantity of cash and cigarettes. 

“They were all dressed in 
dark clothing and approached 
the store from the direction of 
Little Billing. The main offender 
was aged about 25, about 5ft 
7in, of an athletic build. 

“He spoke with a Northamp¬ 
tonshire accent and wore a 
hooded top with the hood up, 
black jogging bottoms, thin 
black gloves and black train¬ 
ers. 

“He wore a dark stocking 
over his head and a thin black 
scarf covered the bottom of his 
face. He was carrying the metal 
bar. 

“The other two offenders were 
both male, wearing gloves, aged 
about 25, about 5ft 7in to 5ft 8in 
and spoke with Northampton¬ 
shire accents.”

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The spread 
of road rage 

ALMOST three in five 
motorists have been the 
victims of road rage in the 
past year, it was revealed 
today. 

And about six per cent have 
either been victims of carjack¬ 
ing, or know someone who 
has been carjacked, a survey 
from Sainsbury's Car Insur¬ 
ance found. 

Based on responses from 
2,011 people, the poll also 
showed that men aged 18-24 
were most vulnerable to road 
rage, with 69 per cent having 
been victims. 

Those aged over 65 had 
experienced the least number 
of incidents and were least 
likely to get aggressive them¬ 
selves. 

Tailgating was the bad driv¬ 
ing habit most likely to lead to 
road rage, followed by poor 
judgment when pulling out of 
a junction, changing lanes 
without indicating and driving 
too slowly. 

Even over-revving at traffic 
lights was likely to spark rage 
among some motorists. 

Those in south-west 
England were most likely to 
be road rage victims, while 
Welsh motorists were least 
likely to encounter behind-the- 
wheel aggression. 

Joanne Mallon, head of 
Sainsbury's Car Insurance, 
said: "A worrying number of 
motorists have unfortunately 
suffered from road rage or 
carjacking and the result can 
be both mentally and physi¬ 
cally scarring for the victims." 


Bringing six appeal to 
the original hot hatch 


BEFORE Volkswagen dreamed up the 
Golf GTI, there was no such thing as a 
hot hatchback. 

Now the phrase has entered everyday 
parlance and virtually any manufac¬ 
turer that has a hatchback also has a hot 
one... or a warm one at the very least. 

It was 1973 when the original GTI 
was born and since then, through six 
generations and with the help of its 
countless imitators, it has brought per¬ 
formance, handling and fun to the 
masses on an unprecedented scale. The 
current GTI is the mark six and by 
rights, it should be the best yet. 

The imperious 2.0-litre TSI petrol 
engine that powered the MkV Golf GTI 
appears again in the sixth generation 
car. The maximum power output is 
207bhp, a lObhp increase over the pre¬ 
vious model and as before, the tur¬ 
bocharged engine piles on its acceler¬ 
ation in a beautifully smooth and 
progressive manner. 

That peak power is achieved between 
5,300 and 6,200rpm but the maximum 
torque of 279Nm is generated con¬ 
stantly between 1,700 and 5,200 rpm. 
The upshot is that while you’re idling at 
the traffic lights, 62mph is just 6.9 sec¬ 
onds away and assuming you’re not 
on a public road, a top speed of 149mph 
is attainable. 

Getting the most out of an engine 
like the 2.0-litre TSI in a front-wheel 
drive hatchback is a tricky engineering 
task but Volkswagen’s men in white 
coats didn’t shrink from the challenge. 
The basic suspension set-up mirrors 
that of standard Golf models. Else¬ 



where, however, the changes are far- 
reaching. 

The springs and dampers have been 
completely re-tuned to deliver the 
focused driving experience the GTI is 
known for, lowering the ride height by 
22mm at the front and 15mm at the 
rear. There are stiffer anti-roll bars to 
keep the Golf flat through fast corners 
and Volkswagen’s Adaptive Chassis 
Control technology lets the driver select 
Comfort, Normal or Sport modes accord¬ 
ing to their mood. 

The ACC system electronically adjusts 
the throttle response, steering assis¬ 
tance and damper settings to affect the 
way the car drives but perhaps the 
most significant feature on the MkVI 
GTI is the XDS electronic differential. 
This uses the traction and stability 
control systems to help the front 
wheels deploy the GTI’s power 
more effectively 

The Golf GTI rev¬ 
els in its status as 
the founding far¬ 
ther of the hot 
hatchback genre 
and it isn’t 
about to lower 
itself by 
indulging in 
the lurid 
colour 
schemes and 
tea-tray spoil¬ 
ers favoured by 
its lower brow 
rivals. 

Therefore, its 


looks are comparatively low key and 
classy, much like a standard model but 
with a soupcon of extra aggression 
bubbling under the surface. 

Buyers have two gearboxes and two 
bodystyles at their disposal when spec¬ 
ifying their Golf GTI. Both three-door 
and five-door versions are available, 
with the former sporting slightly more 
dynamic looks and the latter offering 
more by way of practicality 

The standard transmission is a six- 
speed manual but Volkswagen’s 
acclaimed DSG twin-clutch gearbox is 
also available for a

plete with wheel-mounted paddle 
shifters. The GTI specification includes 
dual-zone climate control ESP stability 
control, ABS brakes and seven airbags, 
including a driver’s knee airbag. 

In fifth generation form, the Golf 
GTI regained its legendary status and 
it was the role of this car, version num¬ 
ber six, to build upon that without rock¬ 
ing the boat. It looks to have been suc¬ 
cessful with the same electric blend of 
pace, balance and grand touring comfort 
packed beneath the Golf’s unassum¬ 
ing interior.

Murray is 
delighted 
by Lions’ 
selection 

SAINTS prop Euan Murray said it was a 
‘really special’ moment in his career when 
he was told he had been selected for the 
British & Irish Lions. 

The in-form Scot was part of a 37-man 
squad chosen by Lions’ head coach Ian 
McGeechan and his staff to 
take on world champions South 
Africa over three Tests and on a tour that 
includes seven other games. 

It starts with a clash with a Highveld XV, 
an invitational side, on May 
30, with the first Test not until June 20 the 
60,000 ABSA Park Stadium in Durban. 
There are six games until the first Test for 
Murray to stake his claim for a place in the 
Test starting line-up. 

But for now, just being part of the 120- 
year history of the Lions, is enough for 
Murray. 

“I hadn’t heard about the Lions until I 
started playing rugby in 1991, when I was 
11,” said Murray, who joined Saints from 
Glasgow two seasons ago. “To get into 
professional rugby after that, play for my 
country and get to this stage where I’ve 
been selected for a South Africa tour has 
been really special.” 

Saints completed their home Guinness 
Premiership fixtures last Saturday with a 
21-17 win over London Irish, and hope to 
secure European rugby next season with 
another victory this weekend. 

They travel to Edgeley Park to face Sale 
Sharks on Saturday for a 3pm kick-off. 

The following Friday they entertain 
Saracens in the semi-final of the Euro¬ 
pean Challenge Cup at the Gardens 
(7.45pm). 


Town closer to 
league survival

“It is also a big psychological boost to have 
come out of the bottom four and it was very 
important we did that. 

“But I think Saturday’s game will be just as 
difficult as Tuesday night’s was. Yes, they’ve 
been relegated but the Hereford players will 
be playing for contracts or for their profes¬ 
sional pride and we know we need to be ready 
for that game.” 

Town lost two players to injury in the 3-3 
draw with Scunthorpe, with Adebayo Akin- 
fenwa not returning after half-time after his 
hamstring injury flared up and on-loan Arse¬ 
nal right-back Paul Rodgers being stretchered
